found guilty, and ſome time atter Bcheadcd, 

Pope Pius Suntis , (whom (Queen Elizabeth was 
wont to call Impiws intus ) dicd about the year 1572. 
Gregory the Thirtcenth ſucceeded him , as in his Pope- 
dome, fo in his endeavours to diſturb Englands Tran- 
quillity z which he was tilt for giving away to Don

Then to hir papers ; he would excuſe himſelf by ab 
leadging there was no Treaſon in them,though very ex- 
rravagant tons; and that his deſign thereby was 
fo far from Killing the King, that it was only ro make 
the Xing and Duke as great 4; could be. Burt ro Anſwer 
to this ; ir was obſerved, that ir isapparent he was guil- 
ry of Contriving and Confpiring the deſtruction of rhe 
Proteſtant Religion ; and how could this be done without 
the Death of the King ? He that will Subverrt the Pro- 
reſtanr Religion, 'and would bring in Popery z thatis, 
a Forraign Authority, does an att in Derogation of the 
Crown, and in Diminurion of the Kings itle and So» 
. veraign Power, and endeavors to bring a Forraign 
Dominion borh over our Conſciences and Eftates,which 
in it ſelf, is no leſs than Treaſon, 

Laſtly ; Hepleaded the Att of General pardon, but in 
vain, becauſe his Papers were written ſince the laſt At 
of that kind paſſed. | 

Then the Jury going rogether, after ſome time, re- 
turned, and brought him in Gz:lry: The next day he 
was again brought to the Bar, and there received Ser- 
. rence ; the Lord Chief Juſtice adviſing him ro Confeſs 

the whole Truth, and not to be deluded with the fond 
hopes of having his Sentence reſpited ; to which pur- 
e amongſt others, he uſed this expreſſion, 
peg.

T HE ſixth of December His Majeſty taking notice of 
the bold and open Repair of his Subjects ro Her 
Majeſties Chappel, and the Houſes of Forraign Afini- 
fters, for hearing of Maſs, and oftentimes” Sermons 
Preached in Engliſh there, by Eng4i/b, Scorriſh, and 
Iriſh Prieſts , thought fit to Iſſue out an Order of 
Council ſtrictly Prohibiting the fame. 

And now on the 17th. of December, we come to the 
Tryal of William Ireland and Thomas —— 
Prieſts, and Fohn Grove, a Lay-Brother, ar the 
Houſe in the Old-Bailey : There were at the ſame time 
Arraigned with them Thomas White, alias Whitebread, 
and John Fenwick, two'Jcſuirs, bur in the courſt of the 
Evidence, it not for the preſent appearing to the Court 
that there was ſafficient Proof againſt rhe rwo laſt,by 2 
Witneſſes, asour Enebfo Laws require : The Jury was 
diſcharged of chem, & they returned back to Newgare. 

The other three were Indifted for High-Treaſon, and 
that of the higheſt nature imaginable,as being actively 
concerned in carrying on the general Plot for Subver- 
ſion of rhe Government, but more eſpecially for the

And here it is to be noted, that though Dr. Oates 
and Mr.. Bedloe do not ſpeak ro one and the fame Con- 
ſulration, nor toone and the ſame time, yet rhey are 
in Law two Witneſſes to one and the ſame Crime ; for 
thus ſeveral Witneſles to ſeveral Overr As, are ſoma- 
ny Witneſſes to the Trean; and the ſeveral Owert At; 
which declare the Intention, are bur as ſo many Evi- 
dences of the Treaſon ; and this hath often herero- 
fore, as in the caſe of Sir Henry Vane, andelfe where, 
as well as now, been declared to be Law ; and there 
ſeems good reaſon that ir ſhould be fo, for otherwiſe 
ſcarce ever any Treaſon could be proved ; for men

In anſwer to this, he Swears to ſeveral Circumſtan- 
ces which they were forc'd to acknowledge; As, 
that Grove in Decem. laſt,lent him 8 s. tohirea p.37, 
Coach to Dover,being then to go for St. Omers ; 
that Fenwick was his Confefor,that the ſaid Grove drank 
twice in his Company at the Red Poſt in Wild- Streer, 
and once more, by a good token, when he owned that 
he Fired Southwark, afliſted by three Iriſh men;

formerly Greve's Servant, and who knew Ire- p. 57- 
land very well, of which knowledge ſhe gives 
the reaſon, becauſe he came often to Greve's Houſe,and 
was the man that ſtill 5rokg open the Pacquers of Letters 
thar her Maſter Grove carried about afterwards, and 
Sealed all the Pacquers that went beyond the Seas; and 
ſhe Swears poſitively, and by moſt certain Circum-

4. Sir Denny Aſbhwrnham,wio was called by the pri- 
ſoners to Diicredit Dr. Oates, was able ro ſay nothing 
againſt him,but this,That he had known Mr.Oares in his 
Touth,and that then he was not a Perſon of that Credit as to 
be depended on for what he ſhould ſay;& that had the diſco- 
very of the Plat come only from his T:ftimony,be might bave 
had ſome little doubt of :t. {| Theſe are his very words, p.

On which being called in the next day, he informed the 
Houle, that he had not yer received any Orders from 
the K ing for their Execution ; which Anſwer, to ſome 
Members, ſcem'd Unſatisfattory, bur the Debate was 
Adjourned: And on the 24th.of Zenzary,the Priſoners, 
William Ireland and FobnGrove ſuffered according to 
Sentence. And on the ſame day was Publiſh'd a Procla- 
mation for Dillolving the Parliament, & calling a New 
one,to be Aﬀſem.bled the 6th.of Afarch, but T. Pickering, 
whether 
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whether to induce him to a Confeſſion, or for what o- 
ther reaſons, I know not, was kept a conſiderable time 
afterwards, but at laſt likewiſe Executed on the gtb.of 
May, perſiſting in denials, as the reſt had done before 
him, and ſcarce behaving himſelf asa dying man at 
the place of Execution.

Narraave ( ſold by Mr Bomlter, 
and other Bookſclers in Cornbil ) hath acquainted 
the World how far he was cancern'd thercin, as a 
Member of their Commitree appointed for carrying 
on that Villany, how he was engaged by the Bene- 
dittine _ at paris, in the Year 2676. to that pur- 
poſe, and afterwards: joined with one Father Gs 

and others, to Fire Weſtminſter,  Limeebonſe, and other 
places; and bhethere newes ſeveral particular Streets, 
and the very houſes where he hired Cellars and laid 
inWood,Coals,and other combuſtible Matter,to effect 
this Buſineſs, as on the backſide of the Palſegraves- 
Head Tavern, without Temwple-Bar, Brewers Tard in 
the Strand, a Cellar at Mr. Wither's at the Plough in 
Seetbing-Lane, another in White-Friars, qthers in Red- 
Creſs-Sireet, White- Croſs Street, Biſhopſg ate--Streer, 
Dwxcen- hive, &c, And in the Epiſtle he names Twelve 
ſeurral dſt init ways they have to cauſe and promote Fires, 
one of which is by Bribing Servants to fire the Hou- 
ſes of their Maſters. Ofyhis kind we had about this 
time a n2torious Inſtance, and wherein the very ſamc 
Father 
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Father Gifford was concern'd. Fot the diſcovery of 
the Plot hitherto Had only enrag'd, not dasvted the 
Conſpiracors, and therefore fey tillreſolv'd to go 
on with their work, and amongſt others, rhey had 
frawn in one Elacabech Oxley, a Servant maid to one 
Mr. Bird, ( an eminent Atrotney in Fetter-Lame ) 
Who having dwelt there about 6 weeks, took the 
opportunity on the 1 orb of April, 1679. when all 
the Family was 'ih Bed, to fire a large Prefs in her 
Maſter's Clofer, wherein were kept Papers and Wrir- 
ings, and when the thought it was not to be Quenche, 
wak'd her Maſter and Miſtreſs with out-crics, that 
the Houſe was oh Fire, and ran down to let in the 
Watch, who had took norice ofir, and by the great 
of God, and ready help, rhe Fire was put 
out, andthe Houſe preſerv'd,thoagh the Gentleman 
ſuffered conſiderable damage by it. Now as there 
was no probability how this Fire ſhould come by any 
Accident, (6 it was obſerv'd, that this Elizabeth had 
pack't up her Cloaths, and feveral other Circum- 
ſtances of ſuſpicion, whereupon ſhe was taxt with it, 
and at laſt confeſedl it, declaring on her Examination; 
That about Aichuelmas, 1678. ſhe became acquaint- 
ed with one Nitholns Stubbs a Papifſt ( formerly But- 
ler to a Pophſh Lady ) who had uſed many perſuaſions 
to turn her ro His Religion, and after her ſhewi 
4 liking to it, and that he ſuppoſed het had embrac 
that perſuaſion, io his diſcourſe ro her at ſeveral 
times rold her, Thar fhe ſhould ſee all che proteſtants 
deftroy'd that wete in England; before the Eight and 
Twentieth of June next, and that all that would turn 
to the Roman Catholick Religion ſhould live far ber- 
ter than now they did; that as for Herericks it we-e 
a Meritorions AR to kill them. 'And thar all fach as 
were Papiſts ſhould have marks wpon their ha's, 
* whereby to diſtinguiſh them from Froteſtants, thar 
N 2 they 
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they "might not be deſtroy'd amongſt them. That the 
Duke of Tork, was the braveſt Prince living, anfl was 
gone our of the Kinffdom, leſt the Herericks ſhould 
cut off his head and he would not return, till they 
were deſtroy'd; that not one of the Lords in the Tow- 
er would S»fer, for they would come off well enough, 
being to be Tried by the. Lords &s. She likewiſe 
did avouch Thar ſhe telling the ſaid Srabbs, that ſhe 
was hired to live with Mr. Bird aforeſaid, and 
naming to him the place, he uſed perſuaſions to her at 
ſeveral times to ſet Fire on her ſaid Maſter's Houſe, 
relling her, That if ſhe would do it, he would give 
her 5 {; and gave her once half-a-Crown in carneſt 
of ſuch Reward, and ſaid, That he would have other 
Houſes in Holbern Fired at the ſame time by others. 
That on the Sunday before this Fire bhappen'd, ſhe 
was with the ſaid Stubbs, and did then promiſe that 
ſhe would certainly fire her Maſter's Houſe on Thers- 
day or Friday Night following, and that according: 
ly ſhe did on Therſd:y Night take a Candle and fer 
fire to her Maſter's papers in his Study, which were 
in a kind of Preſs, and then being on a light Fire, 
ſhe ſhur the door, and went up ſtairs into her owne 
Chamber art the top of the Hauſe, where ſhe packr 
up her own things, and undreſs'd her folf, leit- her 

aſter ſhould ſuſpeCt her, and there ſtay'd ill a 
great knocking was at the door, and the watchmen 
crying out, Firez whereupon ſhe went and let them 
in,but ſhe declared, Thar ſhe did not do this out of any 
Spleen or Malice towards her Maſter, nor with any 
attempt to Keb him, but meerly to carry on the De+ 
ſign which Srabbs had propoled to her ont of hopes 
of rhe Reward he had promis'd. 

Hereupon a warant was ifſued forth to apprehend 
N cholas Stjbbs, who was ſhortly after raken, and 
though at firſt hc o#z-brazen'd cheTruth with the uſual 
Popiſh 


—_——— - 
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Popiſh Impudence, yet when he came to be confront- 
ed with the wench, who offered ſo many Circum- 
ſtances to convince him, he could no longer ſtand ir 
out, bur did confeſs and own, That he had uſed ſuch 
diſcourſes to the ſaid ELzaberh, as ſhe had fer forth 
in her examination, and that he did perſuade her to 
fire her Maſter's Houſe, and was to give her 5 Gaines 
for doing it, beſides half-a- Crown in hand. 

He did likwiſe declare upon Oath, That Father 
G ford his Confeſlor, had pur him upon this Buſineſs, 
and told him it was no Sin ro fire all ch: Houſes of Here- 
ricks and Hagwenots. 

That Derby Molrayne alias Flower , a Barber in 
Jermanſtreet, and on Roger Climon thar lodged ar the 
Coach and horſes in the ſame Streer, both /riſþ men 
were Engaged in the ſame Deſign ; that FatherGF- 
ord promiſed this Examinate One Hundred pounds for 
to carry on the Work, and rold him, He was ro have 
the money from the Church. That the ſaid Gifford, 
Clintone, Flower, and Hedid uſe to meet in St. Fame's 
Feilds in the dark of the Evening, and there ro dit- 
cour.e of theſe matters, and that the ſeveral Infor- 
mations that he had given to the ſaid Elizabeth 
Oxley, he had from the ſaid Father Gifford. 'He fur- 
ther ſaid, That rhe ſaid Flower and Clinton told him 
the ſaid Sewbbs, That they would carry on the ſaid 
Fire, and that they had Fireballs for that purpoſe,and 
that they would fire other Houſes in Holbarn at the 
ſame time. He confeſſed he was at the Fire in the 
Temple, bur was nor Engaged to do any thing in it. 

That Gifford rold him that there wer Engliſh, 
Frenc%, and Iriſh, Roman Catholicks enow in London, 
ro make a very good Army, and that 'the French 
King was coming with 60 Thowſand men, finder a 
prerence of a Progrels to ſhew the Davxp-in his Domi- 
nions,but was it to plant them along the Coaſt ar Diep, 
Bullowgn 
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Buhklaign,Ca/ais, and Dankirk, to be preſently ready: 
to be Landed in E when there was an _ 
wiz, Which he ted not but might be by che 
midele of faxc, for by that time all the Roman Ca 
tholicks here would be ready, who were all ro rye, 
and with the Aſſiſtance of the French Forces to cas 

, end utterly deſtroy the Herexicks, that then the 

apiſts were to be diftinguiſh't by warks wn their Hats, 
and that the ſaid Father Gifford doubred not bur 
be ſhould be an Aber ora Biſhop, when the work 
was over, for the good ſervice he. had done, who 
frequently told this Exminate,and the faid Flower and 
Clintoy, That i was no more Sin to Kill av Hererich, 
than to knock a Dog oth head, and that rhey did 
Goda good fervice in doing what miſchief they could 
by Firing their Houſes. That it was well, Sir Ed- 
nundbmry was Murtherd , for he was theis 

wiliſh Encmy, That Coleman was a Saint in Hea- 
yen far what he haddone, &c. 

Fhat the Examinate was fearful he ſhould be Ader- 
#5er'd for this Copfeſſion, the ſaid Father Gifford hav- 
ing ſworn him to Secrecy, and rold him he ſhould 
be damn'd if he made any diſcovery, and ſhould be 
ſure to be hill d, but gave him leave to take the Oaths 
of Supreacie ayd Allegiance, becauſe he was an Hous- 
keeper, and it was neceſſary that he ſhould ſtay in 
Town to help to promote the work of Berning,there- 
fore the taking of ſuch Oaths to him ſhould be no fin. 
' April the 19th, That worthy Patriot Sir Thmas 
Player,giving the Houſe of Commons information con 
cerning thu matter of Oxlty and Stubs, the Exami-

City of London, the Swbuyb: thereof, and the places there- 
unto Adjacent, and have in proſecution of ſuch their 
m=_ and wiched Deſign , procured divers Manſion 
within the ſaid City , Lebarbe, and parts adja- 
cent, at ſundry _ and in divers places to be ſet on 
Fire and Burm. The Kings moſt excellent Majeſty (at 
the bumble defire of the Commons in Parliament Aſ- 
ſembled ) doth Command the ſaid Gifford , Clinton , 
and Flower, (who are = from 7 mw to render them- 
ſelves by the toth. of May inſtant, and is pleaſed to 
ug gol. Riward to that ſhould hend any 
of them, oy if any of themſelyes ſhould come in and d ſ- 
cover his Accomplices, ſo 4s any of them may be taken 
and Convitted, he ſhall not only hav: his Pardon , but 
the 50 1. alſo, for each Incendiary. 

As this ingenious Confeſſion of Oxley and Srubb5 
was a grand Confirmation, and undeniable proof 
of the reſtleſs Malice of theſe bloody Prieſts, ſo 
tis a notable Corroboration of the Truth and fnce- 
rity of Mr. Bedloes Evidea ce; for how was it poſhble,if 

at he ſays were not certain Truth, but only 
ned Stories as Papiſts calumniar. How Is it 
probable, Iſay, That Srwbbs ſhould happen fo ex- 
actly to accuſe the very ſame man which Mr. Bedloe 
had done for the loſtigator to theſe barbarus attemprs 
of Firing, for at that time Mr. Bedloe, though he had

LS done ſince the Commons exhibited their 
Articles of Impeachment againlt him, 


After which time thus loſt, by reaſon of the denyal of 
that Juſtice which of Right belonged to the Commons 
upon their Impeachment, the ſaid Bill being ready for 
the Royal Aſent, the ſaid Earl then rendred himſelf ; 
and by your Lordſhips Order of the Sixteenth of April 
laſt was Commune to the Tower. After which he pleads 
the aid Pardon ; and being preſt, did at length declare,

He would relie upon, and abide by that Plea, which Par- 
don pl being illegal and void, and ſo ought nor to 
Bar of Preclude the Commons from having Juſtice upon 
theImprathmenr. They did thereupon with their Spe 
ker onthe Fifth of May inſtant, in the Natne of then 
ſelveg,and all the Commons of England, Demand Judg- 
ment again the ſaid Earl, upon their {nipeachiment: 
Not doubting, but that your Lordſhips did interit in all 
your Proceedings upon the Impeachment,to follow the 
ulual Courſe and Method of Parliament. 


But the Commons were not 4 httle ſurprized by the 
Mcſlage from your Lordſhips, delvered them on the 
Seventh of May ; thereby atquainting them, "Thar as 
well the Lords Spiritual as Temporal, had Ordered, that 
the Teath of Mayinſtant, ſhould be the day for hearing 
the Earl of Danby, to make good his Plea of Pardou, 
And that on the 'Thirteenth of Aﬀay, the other Five 
Lords Impeached, ſhould be brought to their 'Fryal: 
And that your Lordſhips had Addreſſed to his Majeſty, 
for naming a L114 Hieh St, ward, as well in the Caſeof 
the Earl of Dandy, as the other Five Lords. 


Upon conſideration ot this Meflage, the Commons 
found,that the admitting the Lords Spiritual to exerciſe 
Juriſdiction in thele Caſes , was an alteration of the 
Judicature in Parliament; and which extended as well ro 
the Proceeding againlt the other Five Lords, as the 
Earl of Danby. And if a Lord High-Steward ſhould be 
neceſſary upon Tryal on Impeachments of the Con- 
mons, the Power of Judicature in Parliamert upon Im- 
peachments, might be Dcteated, by ſuſpending or deny- 
ing a Commiiion to conſtitutea Lord High-Sreward. 

And that the ſaid days of Tryal, appointed by your 
Lordſhips,were ſo ncar to the time of your ſaid Metlge, 
that thele Matters, and the Method ot Proceeding wm 
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the Tryal,could nor be adjuſted by Conference betwixt 
the rwo Houſes, before rhe Day nominated, And conſe- 
quemly the Commons could not then Proceed to 'T'ryal, 
unleſs the Zeal which they have for {peedy Judgment 
apainſt the Earl of Denby, ( that ſo they might proceed 
to T'ryal of the other Frve Lords ) ſhoul4 induce them 
atthis JunCture, both to admit the inlargement of your 
LordihipsJurifdiction,and to fit down under theſe orany 
hardſhips, though with the hazard of all rhe Conn . »ns 
Power of Impeaching for time to come ) rather than the

ForReconciling Difterences mm theſe great and weigh« 
ty Matters, and tor faving that time, which would 
neceſſarily have been ſpent in Debates and Conferences 
betwixt the two Houſes, and ſo expediting the Tryal, 
without giving up the Power of Impeachment, or 
rendring them "netfeQtual 


The Commons thought fit to propoſe to your Lord- 
ſhips that a Commitree of both Houſes might be ap+ 
pointed for this purpoſe. At which Commurtee ( when 
agreed to, by your GP ) it was hr{t propoſed, 

hat rhe time of Tryal of the Lords in the Tower 
ſhould be pur off till the other Matters were Adjuſted, 
and it was then agieed, That the Propoſitions as to the 
time of the Tryal, ſhould be the laſt rhing conſidered.

After which, The Commons communicated to your

your Lordſhips, cither to conter upon, or to give any 
Anſwer concerning that Matter, 


And yet your Lordſhips, without having | om the 
Commoas any fatistaftory Aniwer to the 1aid Vote,or 
permitting any Conference or Debate therepon, and 
contrary to the ſaid Agreement, did on Thurſday the 
Twenty ſecond of May, fend a Meflage to the Com- 
mons, Declaring, That the Lords Spiritual as well as 
Tempo-al, had Ordered that the Twenty ſeventh of 
this inſtant May, be appointed for rhe Tryal of the Five 
Lords. So that the Commons cannot but apprehend, 
that yo ur Lordſhips have not only departed from what 
was agreed on, and in effect laid alide that Committee

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As for Rumly, Dr. Oates teſtified that he was privy 
to the Conſult of the Monks wherein the 60001. was 
agreed on, and he judg'd did conſent to it; for he 
did pray God it might have good ſucoeſs, and that 
the Catholick Cauſe might once again flouriſh in Eng- 
land. But he being but a ſingle Evidence, and Mr. 
Bedloe not being able to ſpeak any thing material as 
to that Priſoner, he came of on courſe. 

Thus after a tediovs,full.and moſt favohrable hea- 
ring of all that the Priſoners or their Witneſſes had 
tooffer, the Lord Chier Juſtice Sir William Scroggs 
came to ſum upthe Evidence tothe Jury ; which he 
performed in a long Speech (See the Tryal, p. 57 to 
which we refer the Reader ) ſome material heat where- 
of, as his Lordſhip was then pleas'd to obſerve them, 
were as follows. 


1. That as to Rwmley, there was but one Witneſs, 
which not being ſufficient Evidence according to 
Law to condemn him, therefore they ought toacquir 
him. 

2. That #s to Sir George Wakeman, Corker, and 
Marſhal, there had two ſorts of Evidence been given, 

eneral and particular : the general, by Mr. Dagdale, 
r. Prance, and Mr.Zemiſen. *Tis true, neither of 
them ſo much as name any ofthe Priſoners, but they 
rove the Plot, That there was a Conſpiracy to bring 
in Popery by killing the King. This his Lotdſhip 
obſery'd was a circumſtantial Evidence againſt the 
Priſoners, and might anſwer their Objeftion, when 
they aid the Jury were not to credit poſitive Oaths 
without probable Circumſtances, or ſomething eMe 
to guide them by. Andeſpecially his Lordſhip noted 
to the Jury Mr. Fenniſon's Teſtimony concerning Ire- 
land, and how clear it was made appear that the faid

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3:-- Then as to the particular Evidence,firſt againſt 
Wakemen, That Mr. Oates had ſworn he ſaw a Letter

twice before x and that he did not- charge Sir George 
with any. politive thing farther, to the beſt of his 
Lordſhips memory. 

Here Sir Robert Sawyer interpoſed, ſaying, Tes my 
Lord, he ſays he ſaw bis Commſſion. 

Whereupon his Lordſhip proceeded, That indeed 

*be dees fay, he ſaw a CommiMon in his hands to be 
Phyſician-General to the Popiſh Army, and that he 
denied ren thouſand, and would have fifreen thou- 
fand Pornds; the truth his Lordſhip would leave 
with the Jury : and then expreſſing a juſt tenderneſs 
of ſhedding 1anocent Blond, and that probabilitics 
of things were truly to be weighed, proceeded to Mr, 

Bedlor's Teltimony, which having hortly zepeated,

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he declared,that if the Jury believed whatwas ſworn 
by him,then there were two Witneſſes againſt Waks 
mas ; but his Lordſhip wou'd leave it with them,hop- 
ing his Brothers, if they remembred any thing far- 
ther, would obſerve it to them. 

4- As to Corker, his Lordſhip obſerved, That Oates 
ſays he ſaw a Letter under his hand,;(that is,his name, 
as his Lordſhip ſuppoſes, was to it) wherein he con- 
ſented to raiſe 6000 /. for carrying, on the Plot; but 
his Lordſhip does not find that he proves he knew 
Corker*s hand. And whereas Oates ſwears Corkber was 
Preſident of the Benedittines,and therefore his conſent 
neceſſary, his Lordſhip takes notice, That Corkeycon- 
tradifts him therein by two or three Witneſſes, that 
he was not Preſudent,but one Stapleton. And for Oates 
oying that Corker excepted againſt Pickering's kill: 
ing the King, and that they had better have choſen 
another ; he did not prove that he was at the *Con- 
fulration, bur onely that he knew of it, and proves 
no fat but theſe words : and for what Bedloe ſays, 
it is leſs than what Oares ſays, &e. 

5. Then againſt Marſhal there was rather leſs than 
_ Corker ;, that Oates onely ſays that he conſent- 

to raiſe the 6000 [. and excepted (as Corker did) 
againſt Pickering*s being employed to kill the King : 
and Bedlce lays, That he knew he carried Letters con- 
cerning the Por, and was preſent at the Conſults, 
where they were read and anſwered. 

6. Then asto the Priſoners defence, his Lordſhip 
fummrd it vp particularly; as,why Oates did not take 
them before?why he did not accuſe Wakeman further 
at the Council, &c. adding, thar If it were poſſible, 

had almoſt undone themſelves in their Defen- 
ces, by inſiſting upon trivial things : but his Lordſhip 
declared he would diſcharge his Conſcience to the 
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of thoſe two men,(meaningDr,Oates and Mr. Bed!oe.) 

ſo having deſcanted once more vj on Mr.Oater's 
weakneſs before the Council,and declared,that what 
had been proved of that nature by Sir Tho. Doleman, 
was to his Lordſhip no anſwer ; aud alſo that it was 
well obſerved, that Oates was a ing at the Savoy, 
and how ſtrange it was they ſhould uſe him ſo, when 
he knew of ſo great a deſign gn foot ; his Lordſhip 
concluded. 

Upon which Mr.Bedlee faid, -- My Lord ! my Evi- 
dence 4 not right ſummed up; but itappears by the 
Printed Tri there was no farther notice taken 
thereof,than by this Anſwer from his Lordſhip — / 
krow not by what Amtbority this man ;.-- And im- 
mediately the Jury withdrew z, 'who after about an 
hours Conſultation, returned into Courr, deſiring to 
koow if they mightnot find the Priſoners guilty of 
Miſprifion of Treaſon ; and being told by Mr, Recor- 
&r,(the Judges being gone cf) that they mult either 
convictthem of High Treaſon, or acquit them, they 
immediately gave 10 theirVerdi& nor Guiley,of allthe 
four Priſoners. And the ſame evening Sir G.#/ak;may 
and Ramly were diſchargedout of Newgare;but Corksr 
and Marſpal being Prieſts and ſo liable to another [n- 
didtment an that account,were continued in cuſtody, 
And Sir G.Wakhemen, whether conſcious of guilc, ' or 
apprebending proſecution for ſame new matter, we 
cannot ſay,did ſhortly after think fit to get out of the 
land, being furniſhed (as ?tis ſer forth by Mr. Danger- 
ficid ;, See Col. Manſels Narrative, p.43-) with 500 /. 
by 2 very great perſon, for his Tranſportation;and by 
a Chalowp ordered from Calice, was taken jn about ſix 
miles from Dever,and fo eſcaped and landed atNew- 
pore, being(Otis ſaid,) ſplendidly entertained and ca- 
reſſed by the Papsſts, eſpecially the Feſwirs, and thoſe 
nnder their influence, in all places that he comes to.

S this unexpeCted Acquittal of Sir George Wake- 
men, and the reſt tryed with him, ſeemed ſome 
diſcowagement to the Kings Evidence ; fo Proteſtants 
in general were much ſurpriſed thereat,and not a few 
odd rawors and ſurmſes ſpread abroad on that occa- 
fion : ſome tho it ſtrange, that the veracity of 
Dottor Oates and Mr. Bedloe ſhould be more queſtio- 
ned, or their Teſtimony leſs negarded now,than here- 
tofore at the many precedent Tryals, ſince nocon- 
tradition or other ſufficiene matter was thought to 
have been aſſigned that might ſo invalidate their Cre- 
dit. Others fancyed it an Exceſs of good nature, 
that when Sir George could not but give himſelf up as 
2 boſt man,in his own apprehenſion,trom the ſtrength 
of the pro-Fs againſt him, that yet he ſhould meet 
with ſo favourable a Yerdift. And moſt people lookt 
upon it 2s a riddle, That Coleman ſhould be Hanged 
for the payment of 5oco /. upon the account of Trea- 
ſon, and Sir George be acquitted for receiving of him 
the ſame 5000 [. for the ſame Treaſon. Such were 
the popular diſcourſe: atthat time; tor the reaſon or 
juſtice whereof we ſhall not engage, bur leave them 
floating on the ſurface of opimion till Time, with his 
diſcriminating wings, ſhall either as/perſe them into 
oblivion, or hatch them into a better ſhape of Truth, 
than yet they have been made appear in. x

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This is certain, That the Papsſts took from hence 
occahion to inſult,to ſcatter many. inſolcmt Pamplaletiup 
own, to perſwade the World that there was no

Eltat e; ſothat he could not be imagined to have any 
ecmptations of malice, ery Or inereſft,to prompt him 
to this Diſcovery, as will more evidently appear by 
his generous Condudt in this affair towards his Elder 
ao but onely out of pure unbiaſled Conſcience, 


and ſenſe of Loyalty, he came in a Votary to Trwh; 
being firſt ſcanda/ized at the unaccountable confi- 
dence of his Ceuſcs: Ireland, inſiſting vot onely at his 
'Tryal, bue alſo at his Death, on thatwhich this Gen- 
tieman knew to be «bſolurely falſe. Yet on the in- 
ducements ſpecified in his Necnaive, as the reſpect

at it was part of the Original Popiſh Plot,when

To convey certain Letters to be left with 
him, to a Place beyond the Seas ; but he diſcreetly 
miſtruſting the ProjeCt, open*d one of them in pre- 
ſence of ſubſtantial Wirneſſes ;, and finding therein 
Expreſſions of a dangerous nature, communicated 
the ſame toa Magiſtrate, and thereby fruſtrated their, 
Deviliſh Deſign. Nor is it to be forgot, that near 
the ſame time there were certain riotous |

Improvemere, as

ſpecious Reaſons: But Relations no leſs credible 
have given an Account, that the principal Afur- 
derer ated meerly on private Revenge for perſonal 
Injuries ; and.*rtis not impoſſible, that a perſon 
of ſuch bad Principles might be egg'd on to ſo villa- 
nous a-Barbarity by infinnaring Jeſuits, who like their 
Father the Devil take the advantage of mens Paſſions, 
and by Temptations improve their Animoſitics to 
the perpetpation of the blackeſt Crimes. 

The next News was of an /nſurrettionin the Weſt 
of Scotland, May 29, 1679. attended with a Declara- 
tion and other lafolencies of thoſe Rebels, equally 
extravagant aud deteſtable. To'quell which,his Grace 
the Gallort Duke of Monmonth, Fane the 15th, ſets 
forward towards Scotland, and with great Expedi- 
tion-Joyning and Heading the Royal! Hoſt, ſoon dil 
comfited the Rebels at Bockwel-bridge, and returned 
Victorious. 

That the Ppifts or ſome of their well-willers,at leaſt 
by. their Counſel and Contrivances, had an hand in 
fomenring theſe diſturbances,is more than probable,

Game to pry intothe Cabiner of State ſo far,as to con- 
jeQure the reaſoos; though ſome ſubſequent Diſcove- 
ries of Tranſfattions at titat inſtant on the wheel,per- 
ſwaded many , That the Cloud which Eclipſed this 
moe Prince, and averted for the preſent the kind 
ys of His moſt gracious Majeſty from him, pro- 
ceeded originally from putrid Exhalations, and the 
venemous breath ofCalumny whiſpered abroad by his 
Egemies thereby to remove him;hoping that by ſhak- 
ing his Lotereſt thus in the Royal favour , they mighe 
the better arrerly raine him, by getting credit tothoſe 
falſe and horrid Suggeſtions which they were ſhorrly 
after to ad vance againlt him,as Generalsſimo of a Pro» 
teſtart Rebellion, &c. However: his Grace moſt obe- 
diently departed , aad about th: twenty fourth of 
September went over into Holland. 
., His Royal Highneſs the Duke of Tork immediately

His highnets came attended with his Guards, 
end there did appear above an Hundred Arrillery- 
men, (the number belonging to that Society faid to 
be in 211 between five and fix hurdeed) beſides ſach as 
on this occaſion came in with Tickets bought at un- 
der rates , or given grati:; the Right Honourable the 
then Lord Mayor was there likewiſe preſent.

himſelf ; we ſhall ooly extratt from thence jome of 
the moſt material paſſages , ſuch as will be neceſſary 
_ for compleating thus our Compendious Hiſtory, and 
iving the Reader a general Scheme of the horrid 
ntrivance,referring the more curiouy ip thoſe Re- 
lations at large. .
